Hie Monitor Going to ('union —Chinese 
Are Preparing to Fight 
The 
Legations Again Attacked 
and Food Shipped. 


Lmdctt, Aug. IN.— Transport* witn 
British troops arrived in Shanghai roads 
Tuesday. Tho viceroy protested to Ad­ 
miral Seymour against landing of troop* 
aud according to a Shanghai dispatch at 
midnight Admiral Seymour wired his 
government for instructions how he 
should act. 
The British resid<*nts at Shanghai are 
indignant and attribute the viceroy’s 
action to intrigues on the part of the 
French and Russian consuls. 
Tao Tai Shellg’s American adviser, 
Mr. Ferguson, who has been criticised 
by the press and by Americans for his 
continued service with the Chinese of*; 
Arial*, has resigned his position. 
English correspondent sending this 
information to the Associated 
Press 
from .Shanghai says: 
"Intimacy of American officials with 
the Shrug bas been remarked by En- 
glishmen.” 
It is reported from Bong Hong, under 
date of Aug. 13, that the United States 
sea-going nmnitor Monterey will go to 
Canton in a few days to relieve the 
American cruiser Don Juan de Austria. 
The Chinese aver that the chances are 
IO to I the bogue forts will fire on the 
monitor as the authorities are suspicious 
of foreign designs. 
Activity of the Chinese military au­ 
thorities at Canton is much denounced. 
Foreign owners think they perceive 
operations for action of some sort.

Position has been prepared by enemy, 
but as the allies advanced they fled. The 
Tartar cavalry was charged by two 
squadrons of Bengal lancers. 
Many of 
the former were killed.”

health and spirits are otherwise excel­ 
lent.”
